dance one upon another ; but rather like Pearls 
upon the fame ftring, which though they are all 

- of them equally ufefhl and precious in their fevcral 
kinds, yet few of them- have fo neceflary a conne- 
xion with one another^ but that we may take' 
QKm of them afunder^ and confider them apart 
by themfclves, without any prejudice at all eithet 
to the Text or Context, 

And thus we are now t6 confider the v^rds T 
have read unto you , which' are an Aphbrlfm , or 
Obfcrvation partly FoHiic^l^ and partly IXwftgl* 
W } for at it obfcrvcs tftany Trinces m a Land to 
be a National Calamity , fb it is folttieal \ but zs 
it obferves. That Calamity to bea'N'atioiial Judgc^ 
metit, or a Judgement of Cod upon the Li;ind^ for 
the fins of tne people of that Land, fo it hJfjiso*' 
logical. 

Again, as it obfervcs, That by a man of under^ 

Jianding and knowledge the flate of a Land is prolon^ 
ged, fo it. is Political'^ hnt zs hy z matt of under- 

Jtandittg and h^orvledge ^ it means ("as you (hall fee 
It does ) a m^n that nnderf^ahds and knows what 
Gofl? would have hitn to do and* does it, lb it is The- 
oiogical . and feems to be the Obfcrvation, not of 
Sdomon the King^ or of Solomon the Statefman oner 
Jy, but o^. Solomon the Diviney' or oi Solomti x\\C 
freatber alfo*. And therefore as it dcfervts i taXxch 
better Jr readier then I am, to Difcourle upon itr

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fo it tnsy become the Greateft of Kings ^ and Wi>> 
Ceft of Statefmen to Hearken to it. Neitlier caa« 
there be a more Seafbnable Occadoti then th^iot. 
the confideration of it: and •therefore, if it have . 
notfomewbat more then ordinary influence upotk 
our affedions for the prefent,, and upon our a&ir 
OBS for the future,, it mu(l be^ and I am afraid icr 
will be my want of skill and ability,, either too*, 
pen it clearly, or. to apply it pertinently, pr to en^- 
force itpowerfiilly i which I hope, notwithfland- 
ing all my infirmities,^ God will give megrace to dot 
In ifbme meafure, HowCoev^r being ^byr^/wxr^/ir^ of 
my SnperioHKS to (peak befpic a great King ztfncb a. 
Colemti tiifte^ and upon fach an extraordinary occap- 
cuzs fbk^ I would not prefume to do it , but in 
tjbe rvoirtU l^.zKing^ and o£ fitch a King aa w^s both, 
the wifeft ofKings^ and the wifeil of j»vi;, and that* 
not of his own' time onely, but of all that ever was\ 
l^fqrehim, or.eveffhaIlbe.after.iiim. Andthere- 
^ore ashewas mofl fit to prelcribe to. ?riftcet^}ioYf\ 
they, Si,r€, to govert/^ and to Sttbje&s. how they arc ta> 
^ffpi fb wa.she moft able to forcfee and j^udge how. 
^nd by what means a iS^tf/^ and Kingdom might, el-, 
ther be tfiiii'4 ov prefervd^. and the date, thereof ei* 
tjier (hprtiied or prolonged* For as thebody Natu-s 
Ta,l,, fo the body Politick is either fliorter or longer 
liv'd^, according to the. good or bad conftitution . 
pf it,, or according to the more or leis Skil or care, 
<af.liim.th|t governs it, oy laftljr, as there is more. 
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or Icfs of the fear of God in the Sub;c£^s of it. 
For though the conftitution of a State be never fo 
ibund and healthful^ and though He that fits at 
the Helm be never fo skilful and careful, yet if the 
generality of the People be wicked and willful, God 
doth ufually punifli the madneG and folly of liich a 
People, with permitting them to be inftruments of 
their own milcry, by changing the heft ftrm of Go- 
vernment under one lawful Hereditary Vrinccj into 
the wjorft kind of Tyranny, under many latplefs Zf' 
fitvptrsznd Opfrejjor'jf, For it is for the tranfgrefsion 
€fa landy faith the Wifeman in my Text , that tht 
Trinees thereof are mtny : But by a man of undetjiand' 
ing and kpotpledge , fialltbefiate thereof be protongedi. 
Where from the word [But] which (lands in the 
middle of my Text, and. divides^ the.Latter Clau(e 
pfit from the Former, we may collect that what 
fillon>s this dividing Particle is to be uiderftood in 
^pofitionto thzt VfhiQh IS beforo it, . 

And therefore by .a man^tf underftanding and kpom^ 
hdge^ as there muu needs be. meant a jingle perfoa in 
oppofition nmta many: to the fingle perfon ,^-, that is 
here meant, mtfft seeds be a ?rinee^ becaufe he is op« 
pos:d not to many fimply and indefinitely j but to 
nmity Vrincet : And then from this Aphorifjme ,,thu8 
tmderAood,' we may conclude •

And as we have found the one of theje Conclufi- 
ons tobe truieby mr^)»n woful experience a1 ready j 
fo I hope we ihall find the other of them to be as 
true^ byourr 0n7/i;oyful experiexiM hereatter. And 
^hac this Nation of ours^ v^hieh was fo neer perifh- 
ing under the Condud ofntany, (hail by one man ef 
underftdndihg and kponfledge not onely be recovered 
from its former diftempers and dangers for the pre* 
lenr, (^ as thanks be to God for it, it is in a great 
meafure ) but fetled and eftablithed; and the ftate 
thereof prolonged (if it be not our o^n 'fault) for 
the future, 

But as the Ptf|^«'er,the grcateft of the JewifliFc- 
ftivals, wasnot to be celebrated wichoot eating of 
foHtre herhy to put them in mtiid of their former 
ilavery, and thereby to make them, the moretjiank- 
fully fenOble of their prefent liberty, fo at l^/V 
great FeAival of ours, to make ue reliih the better 
our prefent Happin^s, and to prepare us the better 
for our future Hopes, it will not be amif^ to make a 
reflexion upon our paftSufivrings, and the Caufcs 
of them, to the end that Gorf being <firft )uflifiedin 
his late gvczt jndgeniems defcrvcdly iiiflided upon us, 

may afterwards be the more heartily magnified for 

his

duced to extream poverty, bdth at home and a- 
broad ? How many noble and Ancient Families 
hiave been ruin'd ? How many goodly buildings 
and Chnrcbei (the glorious evidences and Mono* 
ments of our Anceftors Piety and charity } have 
been prophancd and de&ced ? How many poor 
innocent perfons of both (exes, all ages,* and all 
conditions , have been either murther a or banifh'd, 
or, imprifon'dor opprefs'd with extortion of all 
kinds, and of all Degrees vv^thout possibility of 
help, or hope of remedy? Laftly, hon ixuny 
poot fouhy for vvhich Cbriji dyed, have been be- 
trayed into ReheUhn and Saeriledge, Schifin and 
Herefie, Uncharitablene(s and Cruelty, by the 
horrible ahnfs of freacbingy Fraying, Fa^ng, VinP" 
i»g, and all other the iacred ordinances of God?

And indeed m private perfon , tlioagh a man 
of never Co much underftanding, and knowledge 
is able to prolong a State, becaufe that is a work 
which requires not onely Wifdome and Prudence 
tocondu^ it, but Soveraign Votftr and authority 
to Perform it. 

And yet I will not deny, but that it may be 
fometimes. in the power even of a private man to 
do much towards the recovery , and prefervatim , 
and consequently the prelonging oC ^ State j as we 
read Bpaminomias the fbebane did, when being 
but a Private man, he rescued his Country from 
the . bondage of the Laeedemmians : The like did 
TbrafibulHs a private man al(b, when he delive* 
red his Country of Athens from the Thirty Xy- 
rants : And fb did Camillus^ who was not one- 
ly a Private but a Bauifbed man, when he recovered 
ijome from the Gauls. 

But whatjneed we Infliances our of Foreign hn* 
tiquf ty. } when; we have a Modern example of out 
own (to the honour of our Nation be it fpo^- 
ken) which equals, and exceeds all Ihayenamed, 
or can name^ in dci^rying from his Prince and from 
his Country, by his Courage in attempting, hfs Pru^ 
dence in conducing, and his Felicity in effeS'ing , 
that generous,glorious and Heroicall defigti,wherew

cular Itttereft of his own • divided from that of the 
Vubliel^y andconfequently, that it is more then pro- 
bable, that he will have more rcfpe^ to the iniereft 
of hi^ Family, wherein h& U to bo Succeeded by his 
Children, then tothdto£ the Kingdome, wherein he 
may be Succeeded by a Stranger ; Conndering alt 
ibeje thingSy I fay, we may 'Well conclude, thzt as 
Monarchy U the hefiform of Qo^irnmint, fo fnccefft/e,^ 
hereditary Monan^y is the btfk form of Monarchy ; be- 
cause where there is imtndpuhied right , there is no 
Ucfi^oiTyMnnj^ to fapport it , '>:^i there is in an 
VfHrp^hifP i aad bccaufc, ^hcre rh« Friitees and the 
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:Put>lick Incereft is the fame ( aB it is in Htrtditaty 
Monarchy^ there is ad need of Defrauding the &fff,

. £uf yet ev^ of Htrtditary Monarchies one mdy 
be more defirable then another, as a Volitital ra> 
therthen a.

Kitig be a Man , we know not .what kind of Maft 
be will be , either for his ^trfdn or for his fofts > > 
whereas when we (ee him a Man, andfin^h a Man a* 
vve would vvi(h to be our King , though he had 
not been bom to b«y# , %v« acti vety uftworthy of 
hhn , if Wt be kk>c ^ftty Thattkfu} co God for him* ^ 
We iiiow y th4t th« Coaitliflit^ ddd GraicejSii»dd - 
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oiz private mans pcrfon, and much more of a ?rincesy 
doth exceedingly either excufe the defedf, or fee 
off the excellency of his parts, and wonderfully 
indearsbim. And whatfoeverhe does or fays un- 
to his peopU'^ for, Gratior cji pulcbro vettietts de cor- 
pore virtHt , the fame things faid or done by a 
comely or.uncomely, by a graceful or ungraceful 
perfbn, have very difierent operations and effe^s 
in the minds of men. Philip de Coatines tells us, 
^at our Edivard the foMrtb (who, a« he faith, was 
the goodliefl Gentleman that ever he faw} got 
tm^ce poffcGion- of Loudfin znd tlieCrowH^ by the fit- 
*^otir of the peoj^e, *whom the beauty and excdlen- 
lency of his (hape had gain'd unto him : So that it is 
a great felicity in a Soveraign Prince, when it can* 
not be faid of him,as it was of Gaika^ GaWaiugeni': 
Hm malk habitat ^ but rather, that he hath formam 
frincipe dig/tarn » a fliape worthy of a Prince ; fuch 
an one as 5Wi»/ had,then whom^(faith the Text) ther^ 
was not a goodlier perfon among att the children of Jfrd- 
ei'i as well for the fymmetry of his Limbs, as the tall- 
nefs of his Stature ; or fuch an one as Ahfalom wa«^ 
in whom (befides his goodly Head of Hair} from the 
fole ofhisfootto the crown o f his head (dkh the Tex t)- 
there n>as no hlemijh; And no doubt it was by this 
Client Rhetorick (I mean, the comclinefi and grace- 
fblnefs of his pcrfon) as well as by his courteous 
and fair language? that he ftolf away the hearts of 
the ptopte^ which though it ill became a SukJeBy 
V yet 
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yet nothing can more become a Soveraign Prince ^ 
then to have it in his power to Captivate by bis 
Look« and by his Words the hearts of his People 
at hispleaAire, without being at any Chargtrtt all 
fbrit. 

But if beiidcs Comelimft and Gracefulneis of 
j9tape * Courtede , and Affability of Speech and 
behaviour^ together with Gravity , and yet Se« 
renity, and Benigneils of Afpe6^^ there be a Vigo- 
rous Manlinefs in his Mind, and a promife of Long 
Life in the Healthfulnefs of his Conftitution ^ X 
Know not. what is to be wiflied for more^ but that 
be may hav« Menttm fanam in corpdre fano^ that tfat 
Beauty of hie Mind may be anfwerable to the beaa'> 
ty of nis Body j as it will be, if he hezmanof under' 
fiandiag and k^mi^edge^ or fuch an one, as underfiandt 
and knows how to make Him(elf and his People 
happy.

^nd State, I mean Cuch hfagijirates Tind Judges for the 
one, and fuch Bishops and ikfrni/^r^ for the odb^^, 
as may give a good account of thcgreat Truft which 
by God and theKing is committed to their care. 

And now when a Soveraign Prince knows how 
to govern himfelf both in relation I9(>(k^ iadtohit 
People, he will the better know how to govern his 
People in relation to FJimfelL and in orcfer to Hk^ 
own and their Happinefs. 

And this indeed is the huftt^ledge which is Proper 
and Peculiar to Princes as they are Pifinces. Excu- 
doHt alii filrantia moUius ara, <yc* Let others excel in 
other Arts ; but in Arte beni imptrahdi^ in the Jrt of 
^ytrningmU, (which is Ars 'Afx'I'xU*"**, thc'hf^ftcis 
of all Arts,) <Pri>ic« ought to ex eel 4/7 mm.

But no niau can excel in any Art that doth not ftor 
dy it, and with intenfion of mind apply himlelf to 
it, by making ufe of thoft Means that are Hecefla- 
ry for the accpiring of it, and for the making of 
himfelf perfe^ iii it. I remember Xfnophon in hi« 

Hi Kver 
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fueff^^* obfefving: that all kind of Qtttelixc oriitm- 
xik and cafily. goycrn'4 by thole that hare the charge 
ofth^, \yithout Rebelling againft them, or Re- 
volting from thcnv; and yet that SoCftrtr« of men^whq 
sire rt^oruikk Creatures! (and for that Reafon one 
would think much more Governable ) are rarely 
and difficultiy kept in order by their Princes. Icems 
Vjcry much to wonder at it : But then coafidering 
likewife, that Cyr«*-Cof wKoHi he writ) did govern 
ki6nit€, inultitudes of<men-pf (cvcral Nation s, Lan- 
guagc?,andManncr8,as.€afily and quietly as ever any 
^</.of Cattel was gevcrn'd by their Herdfman, he 
cpacludes it isneithenw/w^^fe nor very 4/jfc«It to do 
AS he did, if "Pmcij would ftudy the Art (j Governing^ 
Apd appjy themfclvw toit, and were as well qt^lified 
fpr it as He was, 

So that in orckr to Governing well, a^Princc muft 
Bi^hc qualified for it, and SwoW^ he muft mind 
it^ a^ . mak« it his biiGnefs t^; applying himfelf 

to it. . ; 

To fMifie him for it, many things are neccflary, 
efpccially tbefe two >: Firfty , the knowledge of Humane 
J^atwe in Ge»««-<i/,.how it works,. ah3 how k is 
wrought upoUj aiid Secondly , the knowledge o( the 
farticutar.0emU4Sind.OiC^fitioa of the Teople he is to 

govern. ' . 

Inorder tothc former, it is a great •felicity when a 
9j^me^ before he begins to gpvcrn at home, hath Jeett 
iQudi of -the World . abroady cfpeciaily^ thoCc parts of 

^ tfec World .with ^whijch he it likely ta have aciofl to 

do 
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3t) J when he hath leam'd chcir Langaagc, ob- 
fcrv'd their Mmners, by co.iveriiig vvich chem in 
their Ctfflipf, and in cheir (jjwf j, and hich coaiiJ-rcd 
their Utere/hy boch^s- they relate to his oa»«, and to 
«rW Nations. Phis isagreat advrajitags*. I fxy, in 
order to his future Go veraincnt, when a Prince hap- 
pens to have fuch an EiMntm, And het\ce it is that 
both Htmer and f^irpl (the one in. his Ulyffes^ and 
the other in his JSvas<) meaning tagive us the pat- 
tern or Idea of a pcrfc(5t P rince, they make them both 
to be long 4^ro<}^ amongd foreign Nations, before they 
fettle at home-^nad fi) was our Hencly thz fe'venth, 
one of our abieft Priiices>. 

Neither is itamifs for alPriwcfj inprdcr to tjie fe- 
licity of his futwe Goyennnunty to. be for a time undec 
a Cl9ud^ ^nd to be Hardned both in his Body and bis 
Mind 1:^ (UfFering Affli<5tion, and thereby to know 
his VrtmU from his Bnemes ,. both « at nonM^^ af^ 
abroad} an important advantage^, which noPiihco 
that never was in Adverfity, can have, or makeufe 
of.. Bcfides, Princes that arebred up in that Schod 
pi- 4ffltfimy stTc commonly much more prudent, anck 
patrcnt, and wary, and thrifty, and more inclinable 
tO; Piety, to Charity, to Clcnttncy,. to Modcfty, and 
^)jocleration in time of ^rofperity^ and to aU other 
Moral and Religious VertueS) then they would be 
oiherwife. And theiefore we (ee that God chougl^ 
^fit t(f»breed^p the man after his own heart in this School 
of^fffiBm J andperhaps it was. his breeding in-thisr 
School that nude hint to be ib.^ However., i& is evi-» 

dent. 
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^crit, that even after he ><w J^ing, God would not 
idmit him to the Exeni/e of his Kingly Power, tilt 
he had (pent fome years under this Di/cipline . which 
is the very cafe 6f our prefent Soveraigk, as well 
as it was Vavids j and therefore I doubt not but God 
had the fame De(ign> in the brec^ding of theni both •- 
namely, to maki them as Glorioiss aft»T^ards by their 
jIBhnjy as they^ had been formerly by their Suffe^mn t 
Neither do I doubt, but our 7>aVtd will do, a^ tnat 
otkr DaVtd tells us He did, He wiBrule us prudently with 
all his power. PCihyS^ji, 

But Arslonga^ vita brevis; No one Princes on^w ex- 
perience is liifiicient to make him a Mailer of this 
Art ; He itiuft take in therefore the experience of for' 
mer j^es, as well as of his oifbn, and confequently he 
muftlpend (bme time in Books as well as in hufinefs ; 
;«fpccially in HiftorieSj whereby he fliall be truly and 
impartially informed, how, and -by what means 
Come Princes in all Ages have made tnemfelves happy 
Atid ^loriotis^ and others haVe made them(elves rkifi' 
rdk and infamous : And ( confidering that ordinari- 
ly the fame Causes produce the fame Ef&j^ ) a wiie 
Pfince will imitate them in his Anions, to whom he 
deOres to be moil like in his Ihrtune and ^putdtion. 

More efpecially he ought to acquaint himlclf With 
the Hi/lories of his own Hation^ that he may not be a 
ftranger at home, but may know the particular tjem- 
per and hunfout of his own People, and how he is 
to apply himfclf to them, to make himftlf honoured, 
and obeyed, and beloved by them * carefully obler- 

ving 
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ving which of his TredeceJ/on were lb, and which of 
them were not (b, and what difference it was in their 
Actions, which produced that di^^ercnce in their Sub- 
jects AfFe<5tions, and in their own Fortunes* 

But of all otJxr iBookf, let him ef^ecially acquaint 
himfclf with the Book of God-^ which p4V/<^{though 
no Prince had lefs time to (pare from AdionJ made 
, his daily ftudy, nay he fludied it night and day^ as 
him(elf tels us : And good reafbn had he to do (b ; 
for by reading t^tf Book became to hs'vemwe underftdnd'- . 
it^then all his teacher $^ as he tels us in one pUce^ nay ^ "^'^^ 
to have »ior« l^lfdome then aUthe Ancients^ when he was VerCioc 
yet Young, as he tels us in another place ; and to be 
Tififer then all his Enemies y (not excepting Mitophel hi viir yano^ 
ftlf Vas he tels us in a third place.

in they will find the Beft Dirc^ion they can hgivc in;

Obliging in his Behaviour, of ^ Clear, found and 
and iblid Underlhnding, Improved by an Extraor- 
dinary Education, Seaibnedby Affli(5tton, Confirm- 
ed and 1 erfeded by the Knowledge of Men, Books, 
and Bufinels ; when a T rince, ( (ay. Is thus QiialiH* 
ed^ and withal intends the Work he haca to do, 
<by an a^ual application of his mind coic, and by ai 
-careful atni conilant prorecution of it, h^vewe noc 
Ycalbn CO believe that luch a F rince ismark'd out by 
•the Divine Providence for fome Great and Glorious 
-^Work, or othii^r i And ^hat can be a greater, or 
ymore glorious Work, then the (ctling and prolongr 
ing the State of a great £>Ai/>/r«, after it hath^been io

ours huh been-? And what more Evident Irogno*. 
^icks can we have, that thu^ and none but this it the j
